In citing the Stephens bill as an 
example of unjust and foolish legis- 
lation, Mr. Rogers said: 

“This bill is without doubt one of 
the boldest attempts recorded in 
which a small group of misinformed 


business men seek to ractices ‘which 


legisiation to legalize practices which 
the courts have uniformly decided 


are bad business policy. Unlike almost 
all recent Federal legislation, which 
has been aimed to protect the con- 
sumer and the public from the ex- 
actions of business combinations, 
this measure seeks to legalize higher 
prices for commodities than are now 
paid, and, if enacted into law. would 
add greatly to the already high coat 
of living. 
“Ig the government is to give the 
manufacturer the right to regulate 
the profits of the retailer and whole- 
saler, it should also regulate the 
profits of the manufacturer. If the 
government is to protect price main- 
tenance it should insist upon the fair- 
ness of the price demanded. Other- 
wise, demands for cost investigations 
will be numerous and embarrassing. 
“It is against all honorable prac- 
tices to permit the manufacturer to 
change his prices at will, even after 
he has stocked up a dealer,, while the | 
dealer has no privileges in this re- 
gard whatever. Present laws 
contracts for the control of prices be- 
tween two individuals and no new 
legislation is required to provide rea- 
sonable protection. i 
“The consumer must pay the price 
get upon an article by the manufac- 
turer, regardless of the ability of one 
retailer over another, through su- 
perior merchandising or efficiency, to 
sell it to him for less money. This 
bill places the government in the po- 
sition of compelling the consumer to 
pay any price which the manufactur- 
er stipulates, regardless of the intrin- 
sic value of the goods. It is nowhere 
provided that the government shall 
protect the consumer, as to the fair- 


[ness of the price demanded hy the 


manufacturer. 
“This bill would increase the cost of 
living for the benefit of a few manu- 
facturers who are afraid or unable to 
meet open and fair competition. 
The bill prohibits wholesalers and 
retailers from making any allowance 
or discount, rebate or commission, 
grant of any compensation or any 
other discount device whatsoever. 
There would be no differentiation be- 
tween wash, credit or installment pur- 
chases to the consumer.. It would 
prohibit the use of all inducements 
for trade stimulation or advertising. 
“The proposed law provides rigid 
compulsion for the retailer while ex- 
tending unlimited license to the man- 
ufacturer. The retailer is to be re- 
duced to a mere automaton for the 
convenience of manufacturers who 
want to set the highest possibile

A WONDERFUL STAR. 


The Giant Sun, Canopus, 


Just Above the Southern 


Horizon on These Clear March 


VISION only vouchsafed to 
those residing in southern lati- 
tudes will be presented to the 

student of the skies for a few weeks. 
True, it is only a point of light, and 
remains such under the most powerful 


ing facts garding 
that brightest star the southern 
hemisphere, known the ancient 
world of the VUrient as Canopus, our 
curiosity is stimulated and an ardent 
desire for accurate scientific facts is 
awaken 

Fifteen miles east of the Greek city 
of Alexandria, centuries before that 
city was founded, there once stood 
on the banks of the westermost mouth 
of the Nile a flourishing Greek seaport 
called Canopus, so named for the 
pilot of Menelaus of the Greek legend. 
Thus the ehip Argo was placed in 
the heavens and its bright star named 
for the veassel’s mythological master. 

When Alexandria became a busy 
mart its wealthy merchants and cul- 
tured citizens made their homes in 
the suburban city of Canopus, which 
bore the same relation ta the orienta) 
metropolis that Newport does to New 
York, ae <A Chicago and Pasa- 
dena to Los Angeles. 

Considerable progress had been 
made in the study of astronomy, and 
important facts had been learned 
about the annual march of the con- 


stellatione across the heavens, the 
paths pursued by the visible planets, 
and even the precession of 

equinoxes had been discovered.

There were two stare that domi- 
nated those oriental skies—bDrilliant, 
fascinating, and the frequent themes 
of poetry, oratory and .prose. They’ 
were our superb winter brilliant, Siri- 
us, harbinger of the Nile floods which 
annually covered the valley with fer- 
tilizing silt, and that magnificent star 
in Argo Navis which had been called 
from time immemorial, Canopus, 

What are the lates conclusions. of 
scientific men regarding the distance. 
magnitude and physical condition 
this giant sun? When the parallax 
of Alpha Centauri was ascertained, 
and that this bsight ‘southern star 
was found to be four and ne 
light years away, and ter, 
the parallax of Sirius, the teneaae 
star in the heavens, was measured, 
showing that it ts eight and a halg 
light years distant, it was hoped that 
the distance of the other bright stare 
could be similarly obtained. But fur. 
ther researches did not justify theses 
hopes. Two faint stars, y-one 
Cygni and Eta Herculis, were found 
to be somewhat nearer than Sirius, 
while the parallax of such bright stara 
as Rigel in Orton, Antares In the 
Scorpion, and notably Canopus, the 
chief brilliant of the southern hemis- 
phere, utterly defled the most paing- 
taking researches of astrohomera.__ 

Most conspicuous among these aloof 
brilliants is the giant sun Canopus, 
When a base line consisting of the 
diameter of the earth's orbit, 186,000,. 
000 in length, falle to disclose

law of optics, it is 49,000 times as 
bright as the sun, ite diameter is 134 
times as great, and its volume woud 
fill about nine-tenths of the space 
within the orbit of Venus. If it were 
placed in the center of the solar sye- 
tem the earth would be 


surface, 
and its great round disc would extend 
from the horizon nearly to the zenith. 
Needless to say, the earth’s surface 
would be burned to a cinder. If it has 
a eelf-luminous companion or planet 
as large as our sun, it would only be 
visible at distance in the mos

known to istry are dissociated, 
and only the infinitesimal atoms are 
in incessant collision, and are swayed 
hither and thither in prodigious, un- 
ceasing convection ctrrents. 

This gigantic world may be noth- 
ing but an enormous puffbali of hy- 
drogen gas of extreme tenuity at the 
surface, but necessarily enormousiv 
compressed at the gravity center, but, 
having, as a whole, an  xttractive 
force that would control a family of 
circling worlds a thousand times as 
large as that comfosing the solar sys- 
tem. With what a mighty power must 
it draw the meteoric and nebvilour 
matter constently drifting 
through the depths of space down.

John Wesley Would Have Made Use of the Motion Pictures—Certain - 
Things in the Methodist Book of Discipline Which do Not Fit into

to Keep Abreast of the Times. 


E are in the midst of a cen- 
W tury of change. There are 
multitudinous transformations 


and transitions. The essence of truth 
is eternal. Her forms are many. 
John Wesley thought truth in terms 
of his day. All honor to his great 
mame. He was a sublime specialist 
whose spiritual work achieved for 
him a worthy world renown, But we 
are bound to remember that Wesley 
would need to think in many terms 
and under different conditions if he 
were living now. Look a moment at 
the méaning of that statement. There 
are hundreds of marvelous mechani- 
cal inventions in the terms of which 
he would be obliged to do much of 
his thin were that great man with 
us now. e would need to give con- 
sideration to certain sanitary sugges- 
tions which were undreamed of in his 
day. Chemical combinations for me- 
dicinal purposes are a thousand to one 
as compared with the days of Wesley. 
How differently he would need to 
concerning sickness and its 
cure, and therefore concerning human 
patients and sufferers. Menta] medi- 
cine was unheard of, only as a far- 
away speculation. Psychotherapy 
was a word combination which had 
not been invented. But we know it 
means much now, not everything, but 
much. Chyropractic treatment did not 
exist. Osteopathy, becoming more 
practical and popular every day, was 
not dreamed of in the philosophy of 
Wesley's day. But if Wesley were 
living now he would be obliged toe do 
some of his thinking concerning the 
people to whom he preached in these 
therapeutic terms. Some of his ser- 
monic illustrations would need to be 
woven with reference to these th 
These medical matters alone would 
doubtless make a- difference at least 
in the form, if not the content of Wes- 
ley’s literary output. Men and medi- 
cal measures have greatly changed 
and Wesley would change his methods 
te meet them 
WOULD USE MOTION PICTURES. 
That great and good man never 
thought of a picture show. He never 
had n to thipk of the people to 


whom he preached as being in any 
wav influenced bv picture shows. It 
was all an unheard of factor of influ- 
ence in his day.” But our whole mod- 
ern society is penetrated with picture- 
show influences now. Some of them 
are morally Some of them are 
immorally bad. In our day Wesley 
would be obliged to give serious con- 
sideration to these pictorial influences | 
on the people to whom he preached. | 
And he would study te know how to 
reach the people who went to see the 
pictures, but did not go to hear the 
preacher. That great preacher would 
doubtiess move among these difficult , 
conditions with wisdom and far-see- ' 
ing statesmanship. He would be a | 
preacher prophet today as he was in| 
that day, but my point is that he'| 
would need to think in more multi- | 
tudinous terms now than he did then. | 
He wasa great thinker then. He’ 
would be a greater thinker now. To | 
stand out in this day as he stood out | 
in that day he would be bliged to | 
think more extensively because there 
are 10,000 more things to think about. 
IT am sure that Wesley, were he living 
and leading us now, would be the 
very first man to adapt these picture 
processes to our religious and educa-

whole point here is that he would need 
to think and act in far more compli- 
cated and extensive terms. He saw 
the point then. But to see the point 
now he would need to see a thousand | 
points—and I doubt not that he would | 
see them all. But would not all of | 
this make a mighty difference in Wes- 
ley’s task? Would it not necessarily 
make a difference in the terms of his 
teaching? It would not set aside the 
Ten Commandments. After the man- 
ner of Wesley's treatment it would 
reinforce them. This would not set 
aside the Sermon on the Mount, but 
it would set it in terms of today.. 
INVENTIONS AND NOISE. 


Wesley would be obliged to think In 
electrical terms today. Bel] and FEdi- 
son and Marconi had neither dreamed 
nor had they been dreamed of in Wes- 
ley’s day. There was neither telegraph. 
nor telephone nor phonograph nor dic- 
taphone in Wesley’s day. But that 
these things affect the thought and the 
thinking of our day no intelligent ob- 
server will deny. They would affect the 
thinking and the thought of Wesley, 
were he here in our midst today. They 
would affect the very style of his dis- 
course. They would in some way 
modify the output of his preaching. Nr 
doubt he would be preaching today to 
an electrical and an elegtrified au- 
dience. Going places on a trolley car 
is very different from going places on 
horseback. Who can tell how such a 
difference would have modified Wes- 
ley’s sermons. With people hanging 
to straps and treading on each other's 
toes; with whisties blowing and bells 
Tinging it would hardly be as easy to 
compose a sermon as it would be rid- 
ing across a quiet country on the back 
of a gentile Such difference 
between Wesley's day and our day is 
not fancy, but fact. Our day would 
make a different Wesley. Our day 
makes a different people from those to 
whom Wesley preached. Candle light 
is different from electric light. So are 
a candile-lighted people under different 
conditiong from those of an electrical- 
ly-lighted people. They had _ their 
sine and sorrows. We have our sing 
and sorrows. They needed an Al- 
mighty Gavior. We must have the 
same Savior. But the people of that 
day were so different from the peo- 
ple of our day that the difference must 
be practically reckoned with by the 
preacher of our day. That is the 
point which I am trying to put. Would 
Wesley have preached a sermon on 
“The Cauge and Cure of Earthquakes,” 
if geological and scientific findings had 
been as extensive then as they are 
now? Would he have portrayed a 
physical hell as he did, if psychic and

psychological experiences were as 
widespread and as well authenticated 
as they are now? He’ would doubtless 
preach now a spiritual and socialistic 
hell, as such a hell would flaunt it- 
self before him in every modern city. 
He would preach the hell of wrecked 
character and wasted life. He would 
preach the hell of irremediable re- 
wou preach ysical hell 
brimstone. 


INFLUENCE OF AUTOS. 

If Wesley were living now he would 
meed to think in terme of automo- 
bile Influence om human society. It 
is doubtful if any material thing has 
ever had as great an influence on peo- 
ple’s social habits and churchly cus- 
toms as the automobile has. Were 
Wesley living now he might not ride 
in an automobile, but the people to 
whom he preached would. And they 
would be affected some way by this 
fact. And Wesley's preaching would 
have to reckon with the influence of 
this fact on the people. Im some 
places it was plainiy noticeable that 
on the rainy Sundays in California last 
January there were as many people 
at Bunday-schogl and church as there 
were a little later on when the rains 
had ceased and the beautiful weather 
invited everybody to take an automo- 
bile trip across country or to the sea- 
shore. There were actually fewer 
people present on the bright Sundays 
right after the rainy seagon. The peo- 
ple could not, or at least did not, re- 
sist the sunshine lure across the 
country. What would Wesley do with 
that sort of Sabbath desecration. Or 
would he consider {it desecration, if a 
man should take his family off to some 
other church fifty miles away that 
particular day for the sake of the au- 
tomobile ride going and coming. Or 
would he feel jealous that the people 
went fifty miles away to hear another 


preacher rather than remain at home | reduced 


Who can answer 
such questions. But is it not perfect- 
ly proper to ask them? Here again is 
my point: Wesley would have to deal 
with these matters, were he living and 
preaching today, But he did not have 
to deal with them in his day. 
FLYING MACHINES, TOO, 
Then the flying machine—what in 


the name of reason and religion would 
the immortal John Wesley do about 


that? What would he do when two-/, 


thirds of his audience automobiled it 
on Sunday for fifty or a hundred miles 
to see the bird man fly. Would not 
such a thing ag that shock the good 
man's spiritua] sensibilities? But what 
would he do about it. Or would he 
do anything about it.. My own opin- 
lon is that he would do something 
about it. I think he would go over 
with the multitude and preach to them 
between flights. I believe Jesus would 
do the same. I believe, when it is 
practicable that many of our modern 
preachers ought to do the same; not 
to see the flying machine fly on Sun-

The scientific findings of our century 
have had much to do with the qual- 
ity and expression of this century's 
faith. Mr. Wesley's theological tenets 
were set in a very different atmos- 
phere from the spirit which animates 
our day. Various traditions and su- 
perstitions which do not exist today 
were prevalent and popular in Wes- 
ley’s day. The mind of Wesley's day 
was mostly influenced by old wonders. 
The mind of our day is mostly influ- 
enced ty new wonders. This makes 
a world-wide difference between . the 
social, intellectual and religious con- 
ditions of our day and those which 
existed in Wesley's day. Nor is any 


of this intended to intimate any sort! bine 


of inferiority in John Wesley, but 
simply to show the deep and wide 
difference between his day and ours. 
He lived and wrought under n 
condtions. We live and work under 
certain other conditions. A planet 
seen by the naked eye appears far 
more wonderful when seen through 
the telescope. So things seen in a 
scientific age do not appear as things 
geen in a superstitious age. “Wesley's 
age was a superstitious age. This age, 


with all its faults, is a scientific age. fund. 


Wesley’s age was overhung by. the 
mists of medievaliem.

Alas, no age, either past or pres- 
ent, has been siniess, The supreme 
need of every age is the Almighty 
Savior.

great truth in this new day. But this 
great truth must be preached in terms 
of today, vital with the sorrows and 
struggies and sufferings of today.

And His words are 
spirit and life, because he seized U 
them with divine insight and fonealale 
He spoke in terms of simplicity and

Very few 
merely human speakers have ever 
done this. With all reverence it must 
be said that John Wesley‘’s style to 
the mind of today would be rather 
tedious and uninteresting. It repays 
the examinatich of the scholar and the 
literary student, but it can hardly ap- 
peal téday to the man of the crowd 
whose ears are full of electric detona- 
tions, the click of the typewriter and 
the nervous utterances of the _  tele- 
phone. But if God’s hand is still on 
the situation of today there must still 


be some way—His way—to speak His.

Russia’s alignment in the great war has 


Wrought her more eulogies, permitted more 
Englishmen, Americans and Frenchmen to | |¥ 


discover and declare in a brief eighteen 
months more points of merit worthy of ap- 
preciation than in the past 180 years. This 
sudden flow of affection for the Russian 
Giant would be more pleasing if there were 
not suspicions that it would as readily be 
transformed in the same form of execration 
that English publicists have been addicted 
to in the past should Russia get out of 
step in the allies’ brigade. 

But when Stephen Graham or Charles 
Sarolea speak there is no reason to sus- 
pect they are repaying the Czar with com- 
pliments for mujiks killed by German bul- 
lets, which, had they been diverted else- 
where; might have reached Belgians or Eng- 


en. 
Mr, Sarolea is a man not without honor 
and importance in his own country, Bel- 
gium. His book, “Great Russia,” (Alfred 
A. Knopf) ts scarcely more than a sketch, 
but a brilliant sketch, illuminating the his- 
tory, geographical influences, traditions, lit- 
erature and potentialities of the nation. 
Many of his statements are surprising; 
some of them approach the sensational. 
He says, “strange as it may sound to the 
English theorist, Russia stands for democ- 
racy.” and that the “autocracy is of an es- 
sentially democratic nature;” that “Russia 
has not only defended the rights of small 
nationalities, she has also consistently fol- 
lowed a disinterested foreign policy” and 
has frequently been Quixotic and regard- 
less of Russian interests. Germany's in- 
fluence has been bad for Russia, and the 
strength of that Influence is intimated by 
the statement that all the Russian Czars 
have married German Princesses. The Rus- 
sians, he points out, as are all agricultural, 
non-industrial, non-commercial nations, are 
essentially conservative and blindly re- 
spectful of tradition and authority. But 
reorganization is inevitable: and besides, 
the nation is not so barbaric as has been 
represented, possibly excepting toward the 
Jews whom he discusses at leneth in a 
sympathetic chapter. The most remarkable 
statement in the book, however, is that, 
“although to the pedagogue of today it may 
appear as the wildest of visions, I confi- 
dently prophesy that before the schoolboy 
of today will have attained mature age the 
study of Russian will take the place of 
Greek in the schools of Europe; the study 


of Viadimir Soloviov will take the place of 


his master, Plato; Karamzin and Pushkin 
will replace Livy and Virgil.”

During the revolution Americans had an 
under-water machine that attempted val- 
jiantly to blow up British ships, but failed. 
The only submarine to get a victim before 
the Germans started was during the Civil 
War, when an ill-fated Confederate subma- 
rine went to its destruction in sinking a 
Union vessel. 3 

Mr. Bishop tells of mines, torpedoes, 
sweeping, and gives a history of the sub- 
marine campaign of the present war, to- 
gether with an account of the diplomatic 
conflict between Germany and the United 
‘States over the complicated and precarious 
question. 

“The Story of the Submarine” is not only 
a. compact hist@ry, but a readable one, and 
the first of its kind to cover the subject in 
its modern aspects as well as showing the 
various inventions and developments of the 
steel-ribbed shark. 
Other Books of Fiction. 

A study of student life at Radcliffe, to- 
gether with a story of well-rounded con- 
struction and sustained interest, is in “The 
Bloom of Youth,” by Dorothy Foster Gil- 
man (Small, Maynard & Co.) It is not to 
be restricted to the classification of a “girl’s 
book,” giying as it does a vivid picture of 
college life against a background of “in- 
tellectual” socialism.’ The heroine, Leslie 
Wyman, comes from a traditionally con- 
servative Boston family, and is thrown in 
contact with, and nearly charmed by, the 
“radical” spirit which finds its star expo- 
nent in Henry Evans, a poseur practicing 
the evils against which he inveighs. 


“Those About Trench,” by Edwin Her- 
bert Lewis (The Macmillan Company) is 
heavily loaded with complications dramat- 
ically focused to explain the murder of the 
Archduke Ferdinand. The book is liter- 
ally stuffed with material, none too adroit- 
arranged. The plot centers net so much 
about Trench, the Chicago physician who 
goes to Europe. as about Saadi Sereef, who 
is one among the men who, from behind the 
scenes, shakes the thrones of dynasties. 

Mr. Lewis makes quite a sensational 
story of “secret history” behind Europe’s 
war while, in an interview with a Chicago 
reporter, he was bold enough to say the 
story as he has told it is accurate. It is 
barely possible that he thinks it : 


In “The Alibi” George Allan Wngland 
(Small, Maynard & Co.,) author of the wild- 
ly imaginative “Darkness dnd Dawn,” which, 
so we were angrily and belatedly informed, 
was meant as something akin to an allegory 
on the reformation of humanity along so- 


cialistic lines, tells the sensational story: 


of an innocent bank clerk's imprisonment 
to shield the embezzlement of the cashier. 
Complications are heightened by the sul- 
cide of the cashier before the innocence of 
the clerk is established; but though all the 
world’s against him, the girl he loves re- 
mains true and trusting, and after numer- 
ous trials and troubies, virtue is vindicated 
and honesty comes into its own. Mr. Eng- 
land rejoices over-much in his ability to 
sling words, and has patterned many of his 
exciting incidents after the conventional 
yellow-back thriller. 


“Land Credits:” A Pilea for the Farmer. 

Federal aid and not private, profit-sharing 
banks should, in the opinion of Congress- 
man Dick T. Morgan, be furnished Amert- 
can farmers in the matter of finances.

fen’t any plot: The handling of the book is 
wholly original; it is almogt as original a 
handling as “Jean Christophe,” but it is not 
altogether successful in that the central 
figure is the only one which is really felt; 
the others are described, but they and the 
background are shadowy. There is the 
closest possible analysis without any of the 
Tolstoian manner of suggesting, or letting 
the reader collaborate. It is characteristic 
of Wright that he should exclude the reader 
from the story without any feeling for him 
whatsoever; but it doesn’t help the story. 
<It is true that.the whole of a continent 
and a man’s friends may excoriate him for 
his books; but we are told that this is the 
case without feeling any reason for it fur- 
ther than the few words about the produc- 
tions, and the effect is that of a tempest in 
a teapot. This shows a lack of proportion 
and balance which can be improved upon, 
and which will be if Wright intends to con- 
tinue writing novels. 
Of course the obvious answer to the book 
is that none but a weak man suffers such 
demoralization from women, but when one 
has come to the point of rage unutterable 
with the writer, and has reached the last 
chapter but two, Wright suddenly begins to 
answer all the arguments against the con- 
vincing quality of the hook and some more 
which we hadn’t thought of. This is my 
reason for thinking that he deliberately 
tries to arouse antagonism. He knows that 
no man is ruined by women unless he has 
a disproportionate need of them. Further- 
more he knows that there is no unalloyed 
satisfaction in women or anything else, and 
that it would be deplorable if there were. 
There must be friction everywhere in na- 
ture, and men and women are no exception. 
“The Man of Prothise” is a tremendous 
book and one which must not be over- 
laoked in. the important fiction of the year, 
but it is not a great novel. :

Extreme sénsitiveness on the part of the 
English censor was shown last week by 
the fact that he refused to permit an edition 
of “War and the Ideal of Peace,” by the 
distinguished psychologist, Henry Rutgers 
Marshall, to be landed in Great Britain. 
This book is a study of the fundamental 
human characteristics that have resulted in 
the present war, and of the basis upon 
which rests the hdpe and possibility of 
peace. It is a great but unconscious com- 
pliment to the book as an argument for 
pacifists.
